Chicago I read in f» Chicago news- 
paper of President McKinley's visit 
to Hie Pan-American, exposition ^t 
Buffalo. Tint d^y I bought a ticket 
for Buffalo and got here with t^, 
determination to do something, bu* 
I did not know just what. I thought 
of shooting the president, but I h*v! 
not formed a plan. 


went to live at 1078 Broad- 


way, 
which is a saloon and hotel. 


John Nowak, a Pole, a sort of poli- 
tician who has led his people there 
for years, owns it. I told Nowak 1 
came to see the fair. He knew noth- 
ing about what was setting me 
crazy. 
I 
went to the exposition 


grounds a couple of times a day, 
Not until Tuesday morning did the 
resolution 
to shoot the president 


take hold of me. 
It was in my 


heart. There was no escape for me. 
I could not have conquered it had 
my life been at stake. There wer* 
thousands of people in town. I heartl 
it was president's day* • All those 
people seemed bowing to the graai 
rul€r. I made up my mind to kill 
that rukr. I bought a 32-calibre 
revolver and loaded it* 


"On Tuesday night I went to the 


fair grounds and was near the rail- 
road 
gnte when the presidential 


party arrived. I tried to get near 
him bxit the police forced me baclf. 
They forced everybody back so that 
the great ruler could pass. 
I was 


closo to the president when he got 
into the grounds, but was afraid to 
attempt the assassination 
because 


there were so many men in the body- 
guard that watched him. I was not 
afraid of them or that I should get 
hurt,- but afraid I might be seized 
and that my qhanco would be gone 
forevar. 


"Well, he went away that time and 


I went home. On Wednesday I went 
to the grounds and stood right near 
the .president, right under him, near 
the stand from which he spoke. I 
though half a dozen times of shoot- 
ing while he was speaking, but I 
could not get close enough. 
I was 


afraid I might miss and tjie great 
crowd was jostling and I was afraid 
lest my aim fail. I waited Wednes- 
day and the president got into his 
carriage again and a lot of men were 
about him and formed a cordon, that 
I could not get through. I was tossed 
about by the crowd and my spirits 
were getting pretty low. I WAS al- 
most hopeless that night as I went 
home. 


"Friday morning I went again 


to the exposition grounds. 
Emma 


Goldman's speech was still burning 
me up. I waited near the central en- 
trance for the president, who was to 
board his special train from that 
gate, but the police allowed" nobody 
but the president's party to pass 
where the train waited, so Z stayed 


everybody Jumped on me. I thought 
I would be killed, and was surprised 
at the way they treated me." 


Cs&olgosz ended his story in utter

CUBBING THE BEDS. 


The attempt on the life of the presi- 


dent is, as it now appears, likely to 
have salutary influence in the direc- 
tion of restraining the evil work of 
the propagandists of anarchy in-this 
country. Many remedies are being 
suggested and discussed, and most of 
them have a degree of merit. What* 
ever is done to restrain the preach- 
ment of violence and the plotting of 
assassinations by groups of anarch- 
ists in the United States will have 
the hearty approval of the country. 


Among the measures likely to bo 


of benefit is proposed co-operation by 
the police departments of the cities 
of the country to spot and keep watch 
of the known anarchists, especially 
the agitators, and to prevent by such 
laws as already exist in most of the 
states the incendiary public utter- 
ances of the leading propagandists 
Such measures will make it compara- 
tively easy to keep the more danger- 
ous element among them under ef- 
fective surveillance* 


There is likely to be much special 


and some drastic legislation dealing 
with this species of crime the coming 
winter and it will follow as a result 
that the anarchists who preach the 
use of the bomb, the knife and the 
pistol can be held down. Doubtless, 
also, there will be laws enacted to 
especially deal with persons who kill 
or attempt or plot to kill the heads 
of government. 


However all this may turn out, one 


thing is certain, and that is that the 
immigration laws should be so re- 
formed as to prevent the coming to 
this country of tV> *oreign classes 
from which the ranks of the anarch- 
ists are most considerably recruited.

The fuLura of the Eel Blver rail- 


road, which has been a subject of liti- 
gation ever since it was constructed 
and which, was recently wrested from 
the Wabash, was settled Saturday 
when the Logansport and Toledo 
Railway company was organized and 
articles of incorporation, filed with 
the secretary of state. 
The directors 


of the new company are all Pennsyl- 
vania railroad men and, of course, 
the owner of the Eel River road is 
now the Pennsylvania company. 
It 


will be used as a connecting- link be- 
tween the Vandalia and Panhandle 
•with the Grand Rapids and Indiana 
road, making a short route from 
Louisville and other cities in that 
part; of the country to the resorts and 
lumber regions of the north. It is 
claimed that, the company also in- 
tends to build from Butler, tlie ter- 
minus ofthe Eel River, to Toledo. The 
Eel River road is ninety-three miles 
long and through its lease the Wa- 
bash was compelled to pay annually 
to the stockholders §90,000. When 
the New Haven-Butler lino is com- 
pleted tho Wabash will haw, no use 
for ths Eel River road and the stock- 
holders of the former company are 
no doubt glad to get rid of it. 
The 


New Haven-Butler road will be ready 
for operation by tlie middle of No- 
vember, when the Eel River will be 
turned over'to the new company.
